dually deſtroy that of the Parts, to which they 
are joined. It is not certain, ſays he, that the 
Spirits of Nitre do always enter the Compoſition 
of the Ice: Neither, if they did, could they ex- 
plain all the Effects of it? It being impoſſible 
to conceive, how the Spirits of Nitre can oblige 


the Water to dilate it ſelf, and become more 


Light, whereas naturally they ought tos augment 
the Weight of it. This Difficulty, and ſome 
others, has put him upon inventing a new Sy- 
ſtem, which he founds on the Elaſticity of the 
Air, and explains after this manner, Furſt, 
That there is an infinite Number of ſmall Parts 
of groſs Air, mixed with Parts of the Water.

This Author, whoever he be, acknowledges . 
that the Syſtem is owing to Father Pardie, who 
alſo declared that he borrowed the Principles 
from Ariſtotle; from whence our Diſſertator in- 
fers, that the Stagyrite was a better Philoſopher, 
than our modern Theoriſts will allow him to 
have been. | | 
He owns, that Exhalations and Vapours are 
the Matter of moſt Meteors ; but adds, that our 
Virtuoſi have not penetrated deep enough into 
the Nature of them, to give a particular Expli- 

cation. He defines Vapours to be thoſe ſmall 
Particles of Water, which mix with the Air, 
and are ſometimes raiſed very high in it. And 
Exhalations, thoſe Particles of Earth, which 
mount up after the ſame manner. And fays, 
it is natural for Vapours and Exhalations to a- 
ſcend ; but it is alſo as natural for them to fall 
down again, they being heavier than the Air. 
In the mean time, adds he, we fee daily, that 
the Clouds which are a Maſs of Vapours and Ex- 
halations continue ſuſpended, even when they 
ſeem to be in repoſe, and the Air is calm, 
That granting the Vapours which compoſe a 
Cloud, are chained to one another, and ſo may 
eaſily ſuſtain themſelves by reaſon of their vaſt 
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Extent, yet they cannot be more ſtrongly united 
than the Particles of common Water; and it is 
certain, that Air placed at the Bottom of 


Water, eaſily makes its Paſſage through, and 
gets above it: Wherefore of Conſequence it muſt 
haye the ſame Effect on the Clouds; if it were 


true that they are more denſe than Air. To 


| ſolve theſe Difficulties, he propoſes a new Hy- 


potheſis, wherein he imagines Vapours lighter 


than Air; and in the firſt Place lays down this Po- 
ſtulatum, That Vapours are little Bubbles, form- 
ed by a ſmall Skin of Water, very finę and deli- 


cate; that each of theſe contain certain fiery 


Spirits (or a moſt ſubtile and rarefied Air) that 


the Water which forms theſe little Bubbles, taken 
alone, is more weighty than the groſſer Air. But 


the fiery Spirits incloſed in theſe little Bubbles, 
are of themſelves lighter than the groſſer Air: 


It is therefore to be ſuppoſed, that the whole 
being compoſed of Water and ſubtile Air, is real- 
ly lighter than the groſſer Air; and conſequently 
obliged to mount, till it arrive at a purer Air, 
Where it may remain in an Equilibrium. And 
this (continues he) if we ſet Water to boil on 


the Fire, it will evaporate a moiſt Smoke, which 


Smoke can be occaſioned by nothing but the Spi- 
rits of Fire, that after having been mingled with 
the Water make their Way through, carrying 
with them a ſmall Pelliculum of Water, which 
wraps them up, and keeps them in a ſort of 


Priſon: By this means, boiling Water conſumes 


itſelf gradually ; and what the Heat of culinary 
Fire performs on this Occaſion, the Heat of the 
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Sun and ſubterranean Fires does naturally, there- 
by cauſing the Aſcenſion of Vapours. But adds 


he, we cannot ſay the ſame of Exhalations, becauſe 


they are compoled of earthy Parts, but very little 
viſcous, and raiſe themſelves chiefly in dry places. 
Theſe terreitial Particles therefore, cannot mount 
on high but by one of theſe two Cauſes, either 
they have been put in a violent Motion, as it 
happens in great Heats, or elſe they are annexed 
to the Particles which evaporate themſelves. 
Theſe Things being ſuppoſed, moſt Meteors may 
eaſily be explained. Firſt, The Vapours which 
mount up, becauſe they are lighter than the 
groſſer Air, cannot mount in izfinitum; for the 
Air growing purer and lighter, as they riſe higher 


from the Earth, ſo they - muſt of Neceſſity find 


a Region where the Air will be in an Equilibrium 
with them. Secondly, 'Theſe Vapours cannot 
mount equally, but more or leſs high, according 
as the Pelliculum of Water which forms them 
is for Thickneſs, and the rarefied Air which they 
incloſe, partakes more or leſs of the Nature of 
Fire. "Thirdly, Vapours may ſometimes raiſe 
themſelves but a little, and be almoſt in an Equi- 
librium with the groſſer Air wherein we breathe, 
and then they form that which we call a Fog. 
Fourthly, The Fog falls, it the Air contained 1n 
little Bubbles that compoſe ir, happens to be ſo 
moved by the Heat of the Sun, that they break the 
pelliculum of Water which involves them: But if 
theincloſed Air rarefies it ſelfgently, and ſwells the 
little Bubbles, without breaking them (as we fee 
Children by blowing gently make Bubbles of _ 

| then 
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then the Fog mounts, and forms a Cloud. Fifthly 


'The Clouds form themſelves in the Air, as Froth 


does on the Brink of the Sea (Froth being no- 
thing but an infinite Multitude of little Bubbles, 
that the Winds and Waves aſſemble together) 


ſo the Clouds are likewiſe an infinite Number of 


little Bubbles, only thoſe that compoſe the Froth 
are filled with groſſer Air, and thoſe that com. 


oſe the Clouds are full of fiery Spirits, or rare. 
fied Air. Sixthly, The Clouds continue hanging 
while they have the ſame Weight with the Air, 


wherein we ſee them ſuſpended; ſome are higher, 


others lower, according to the Nature of the Va- 
pours that compoſe them. But generally ſpeak. 
ing, they are higher in Summer than Winter, be. 
cauſe then, the Air which 1s ſhut up 1n the little 


Bubbles is more ſubtile, and conſequently lighter. 
Seventhly, When the little Bubbles of which aCloud 
is compoſed chance to break, either becauſe the 


incloſed Air rarifies it ſelf, or for ſome other Rea- 
ſon, the Water being no longer ſuſtained by the 
ſubtile Air that it incloſed, falls down in Rain, 
Theſe Drops of Rain convert themſelves into 


Hail, when they meet with a cold Wind in their 


deſcent. Eighthly, They cauſe Snow, when the 
little Bubbles which compoſe the Cloud ſhut them- 


' ſelves up, and freeze without breaking. Ninthly, 


Thoſe Exhalations that are carried up with the 
Vapours, and incorporate with them in the 
Clouds, are the Occaſion of Thunder, and other 
fiery Meteors. Tenthly, The Exhalations that 
are drawn up, during the Heat of the Day mA 
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from CORINNA. 203 
the Vapours, fall down again at Sun-ſet, which 
is what we call Dew. | 
But I muſt not enter into the Detail of any 
more Phznomena's, leſt I ſhould quite tire you, 
Tho? ſetting aſide Compliments, I fancy you will 
not think it wholly improper, for one who lives 
in the Clouds; Read this Hypotheſis in the 
Clouds ; and write this Journal in the Clouds ;

ſhake off his Burden, and beg tor Peace: Nami-

and with a ſedate Countenance carries abundance 
of Majeſty, and an Air that is engaging and 


very particular; his Carriage during divine Ser- 


vice is worth Notice, and deſerves Imitation. 
This Monarch, tho? he has had a perpetual War 


ever ſince he came to the Crown, yet his Pru- 
dence has kept Numidia from being the Seat, and 


has caſt that unhappy Part upon his Neigh-

Another was afflicted with miſerable Tor- 
ments, they ſuſpected a Philter, and obliged her to

Frogs, and doubtleſs the Sperm, or Ova Rana- 


rum were but conveyed into the Apple, that ſo 
by the Heat of the Chylus (that 1s like warm 


Milk) they might grow and increaſe: And this 


kind of bewitching or ſecret Poiſoning we grant 
is too frequent, becauſe thoſe called Witches are 


extreamly malicious and envious, and do fſe- 


cretly, and by Tradition, learn ſtrange poiſoned 
Philters and Receipts, whereby they do much 
Hurt and Miſchief; which moſt ſtrange way 


of poiſoning, tormenting, and breeding of un- 


wonted things in the Stomach, has not been unto 


unknown among the Learned and Philoſo-. 


phers ; but they reſpecting the Good of Man- 
kind, and the Multitude of ill-minded Perſons, 
have forborn openly to mention ſuch dangerous 
Receipts in their Writings, or at leaſt to pub- 
liſh them ſo as no Body could underſtand what 
they intended: and ſo theſe Secrets of Miſchief 
are for the - moſt Part kept in Obſcurity amongit 
old Women, ignorant and melancholy Perſons, and 
only learnt one of another from Hand to Hand. 
Avicen faith, that if the Saliva of a nad Dog 
remain upon any Garment, in two or three 
Days after, little Worms will breed reſembling 
Dogs Heads; and giveth an Inſtance in a Maid- 
Servant, during the Plague brought upon Caſal 
(in the City of Salaſſia in Italy 1536) by Venefice, 
by forty Perſons, and the Hangman Mieras. 


In Queen Beſſe's Days, at the Tryal of Rowland 


oy at Oxford, roſe a Damp, whereot died 
aron Bell, and three hundred Perſcns, and 90 
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hundred more afterwards. Another, Salmuth tells, 
of a Servant-Maid who was taken with a moſt 
intenſe Pain in her Left-Arm, they imagined it 
Witchcraft, and applied a known Medicine, which 
was Oak Leaves, red Coral, and Roſe Water, 
brought into a Poulteſs, and tied it on for the 
Space of twenty-four Hours, and then applied 
it freſh for other twenty-four Hours, in which 
time it broke, and in it was found a Medly of burnt 
Coals and Hair; all theſe, together witli the Poulteſs, 
were put into a Hole made with a Gimblet in the 
Root of an Oak toward the Eaſt, in the Morning 
before Sun riſe, and ſtopt up the Hole with 
a Pin made of the Wood of the ſame Tree, 
upon which it healed; they pulled the Pin, 
out of the Hole, the honeſt Maid was 
immediately grievouſly tormented, they repeat 
the former Medicine, and find the ſame Effect, 
put it in the Oak, and ſhe hath continued ſound 
and well ever ſince. Johannes Baptiſta Van Hel. 
mont: Many things are in a moſt ſtrange man- 
ner injected into the Bodies of Men and Women 
inſenſibly, and after an inviſible manner, but 
were detained and ejected with direful Pains 
and Tortures, and that many times they were 
bigger than the Paſſages by which they were 
intromitted. Flelmont's Opinion of the bringing 
theſe things to paſs: Hirſt, The Devil by reaſon 
of a League with the Witch, doth convey the 
things to be injected near the Object, and makes 
them inviſible by his ſpiritual Power. Secozdly, 
That the Witch by her Imagination, and the Mo- 
tion of her free (which he holds tobe the only pe- 
| culiar 
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culiar Prerogative of Mankind ſince the Fall, 
namely, a Power by their free Will and Force of 
Imagination, to create or frame certain ſeminal 
Ideas to work as it were ad nutum) doth con- 
vey or inject theſe ſtrange things into the Bo- 


_ dies of thoſe they would Hurt of Torment, and 


then that in this Caſe as the uttermoſt Atrempt 

of Nature, there is and may be a Penetration of - 

Dimenſions which he proves thus: 25 
Firſt, He grants the evil Spirit hath a powerful 


Motive, yet cannot hurt the Innocent with- 


out Permiſſion, and farther, that theſe injected 
things do enter inviſibly, and becauſe it is 
not permitted the Devil to enter into Man, 
much leſs to hurt, and leaſt of all with an invi- 
Gble Burden; therefore he uſeth the free Motive

tranſmitted through theſe Membranes without 
Wound, which is equivalent to the Penetrations 
or Dimenſions made in Nature, without the 
Help of the Devil, and that a human Body may 
be drawn through a Hole, through which a Cat 
might only paſs, but not through a Wall. But to 
confirm and open this Point more fully, a cer- 

tain Woman near her Time, longed for raw 
Muſcles, ſhe eat ſome ſo very haſtily that ſhe |

Power of Inchantation from the Devil, and 


therefore natural and free. The Witch fays, 
he doth per ens natural Form imaginatively an 
Idea which is natural and noxious, and which Sa- 
tan cannot Form, becauſe the Formation of Ideas 
does require the Image of God, and a free 


Power; and therefore the Witches do operate 


by a natural Force, no leſs againſt the Juſt and 
Innocent, than againſt wicked Men, ſeeing In- 


chantments more eaſily infe& Children and Wo- 


men than Men; a certain natural Power is 
ſignified to be limited to the Inchantment, to 
Which it is eaſily reſiſted by a couragious Mind. 
The Devil therefore offereth Poiſon and Filth to 


his Clients, that he may knit fermentally Ideas 
formed in the Imagination of the Witches unto 


them, and he preſerveth that ideal Poiſon, that it 
may not be blown away with the Wind, and 
carrieth that Poiſon locally near the Object to
